Moral and Financial Support Is 
tended—A Declaration 
of 
Frinciples, 


Ex- 


The Sedalia branch of the Feder­ 
ation cf Labor, et its meeting F ri­ 
day night, adopted the following 
resolutions : 
Whereas, The right to organize 
has been denied, by combined cap­ 
ital, wherein they degrade and im­ 
pose on the laboring classes; and. 
Whereas, 
The street 
car 
em­ 
ployes of the Transit company, in 
the city of St. I..oui8, were known 
to be struggling 
for said righ ts; 
therefore, be it 
Resolved, That 
we 
extend 
to 
said employes our moral and finan­ 
cial support; and, be it further 
Resolved, That all delegates to 
Sedalia Federation of Labor make 
a special report of said struggle to 
their respective 
unions, so 
that 
same can arrange for financial as­ 
sistance on a larger scale; and, be 
it further 
Resolved, That a copy of these 
resolutions be 
forwarded 
to the 
Am algam ated Association of Street 
R ailw ay Employes of St. Louis, 
bearing our seal and officers’ signa­ 
tures. 


The federation also favors the 
D e m o c r a t 
with 
the 
following 
declaration of principles : 
W hen the founders of this re­ 
public declared in that immortal 
document, the Declaration of In­ 
dependence, “ 
That 
all 
men 
are 
created eq u a l; that they are en­ 
dowed by their Creator with cer­ 
tain 
inalienable 
righ ts; 
that 
among these are life, liberty and 
the 
pursuit of happiness,” they 
laid down a fundamental truth— 
the basic principle upon which the 
fabric of civilization rests. 
But political freedom in itself 
does not secure these inalienable 
rights to all the citizens; it offers 
only 
the 
means 
through 
which 
these rights may be attained. 
T o secure life man must be in 
possession of things necessary to 
sustain life— food, shelter, raiment. 
T o obtain these, man must be free 
to labor, and his source of supply 
unrestricted. 
Therefore, if he is 
denied the right to labor and his 
source of supply is restricted, life 
is denied him. 
Hence, it follov/s 
that in order to secure the largest 
blessings of liberty, man must be 
also industrially free. 
W e, 
therefore, 
recognize 
the 
fact that there can be no absolute 
industrial liberty so long as the 
source and means of wealth pro­ 
duction are possessed by a com­ 
paratively 
few. A n d we 
recog­ 
nize, further, that 
the 
develop­ 
ment of the present industrial sys­ 
tem from the most primitive stage 
of isolated individual employment, 
to the modern corporate and trust- 
employing agencies has rendered 
helpless the individual efforts of 
the wage-earning class in the strug­ 
gle for existence. 
W e recognize, 
too, that the interests of labor are 
identical, no matter what trade or 
calling, and that no separate trade 
can hope to secure the amelioration 
of their condition without the aid 
and co-operation of all other organ­ 
ized trades. 
In order to free themselves from 
the thralldom which the present 
system 
imposes, 
workingmen of 
all classes mu«t unite in 
a solid 
phalanx, for they have nothing but 
their claims to lose and a world to 
gain. 
A duty which 
they 
owe 
themselves and those who are to 


follow them imposes this injunc­ 
tion : 
Unite! 
W e, therefore, as representatives 
of the industrial classes of Sedalia 
and vicinity, promulgate the fol­ 
lowing declaration of principles 
First— Recognizing that all, or 
nearly all, labor’s demands are po­ 
litical demands, and while we are 
opposed to entering any political 
party as a body, yet we declare it 
our solemn duty to use our influ­ 
ence aud votes in electing such 
men upon such platforms as are in 
I the interest of, and consistent with, 
the demands of organized labor. 
Second— W e demand tlie abro­ 
gation of all law ’ that do not bear 
equally^ upon capital and labor. 
Third— W e shall use our best ef­ 
forts in securing the adoption of 
proper laws regulating the employ­ 
ment of children ; a law compell­ 
ing the attendance at school of chil­ 
dren under the 
age of fourteen 
years; the adoption of a law re­ 
ducing the hours of work to eight 
per day ; the abolition of the com­ 
petition of convict labor with free 
labor ; the abolition of the contract 
system on public works, as applied 
to 
national, state 
and municipal 
improvements. 
Fourth-— W e oppose the further 
granting of franchises for operat­ 
ing public utilities. 
F ifth — W e demand the employ­ 
ment of union labor on all public 
works and structures. 
Sixth— That 
all 
public 
docu­ 
ments and 
printed 
matter 
shall 
bear the label of the Typographical 
union. 
Seventh— That there be estab­ 
lished a minimum wage scale for 
common labor (so called) on all 
public works of not less than two 
dollars per day of eight hours 
Eighth— The 
equitable 
assess­ 
ment of all real and personal prop­ 
erty, 
and 
the 
taxation 
of land 
values, 
irrespective 
of 
improve­ 
ments. 
Ninth — The 
inauguration 
of 
public 
improvements, 
such 
as 
street and road building to be paid 
for by an issue of 
credits based 
upon such improvements and with­ 
out resorting to the issue ot inter­ 
est-bearing bonds, in order to give 
employment to idle labor which is 
now totally lost to society. 
Tenth— The acquisition of and 
operation by the municipality of 
all public utilities, such as water­ 
works, gas 
and 
electric 
plants, 
telephone 
exchanges 
and 
street 
railways. 
Eleventh— The establishment of 
a state insurance department under 
the supervision of the state insur­ 
ance commission, which shall fur­ 
nish fire, life and accident insur­ 
ance to the people at cost. 
T w elfth— The adoption of the 
initiative and referendum, i. e., 
that all laws passed by the legisla­ 
tive bodies be referred to a popular 
vote for ratification or rejection. 
Thirteenth— The settlement by 
arbitration of all disputes between 
employes and employer. 
Fourteenth— W hile we do not 
favor strikes and boycotts as reme­ 
dial agencies to be employed by 
organized labor 
in 
securing 
our 
rights, and believe that more effi­ 
cient means are at our command 
to 
secure 
the 
reforms 
we 
seek, yet, should it become neces­ 
sary to enjoin an oppressor, 
we 
pledge 
ourselves 
to 
assist 
each 
other in securing fair wages and 
fair 
treatment 
to 
the 
laboring 
classes by all 
honorable m eans; 
and we shall withdraw, and use 
our influence to have others w ith­ 
draw, ail patronage from any un­ 
fair employer.

Cattlemen on the great western 
plains fear a stampede of a herd more 
than any danger that confronts them. 
They can stand cold and rain, du st 
storms and thirst and hardships that 
wou ld be the despair of men not in­ 
u red to the life, bu t when a bu nch 
of cattle grows restless and jilu nges 
off into the night they know that 
it 
means the loss o f a season’s profits, 


f not a greater calamity. 
The ru sU 
a herd of terronzed plains cattle 
s more appalling than the greatest 
cavalry charge in the history of war. 
Xothirigcan withstand i t ; evcr}ibing 
)efore it goes down and is tram})led 
0 death. 
.Manv a cowboy, u nable to 
ride it ou t, has been grou nd to pieijes 
)v thou sands of sharp hoots that have 
rampled him, as the herd went to its 
own destru ction in its frenzy of wild, 
u nreasoning terror. 
Xo cattleman has been able to say 
rleiinitely why these cattle stampedes 
occu r. 
They start apparently with­ 
ou t reason. Ail will he qu iet at night, 
the cattle lying close together, cbew- 
ng their cu ds, and the gu ardsriding 
arou nd them sinking In mns or ribald 
songs, according to inclination. Su d­ 
denly a movement of a part of the 
herd is noticed, and this soon becomes 
general. 
The cattle rise clu msily to 
their feet and begin “ milling ’— that 
is, moving arou nd in a circle. If this 
is not checked and the cattle qu ieted 
a stampde is likely to occu r. 
An old cattleman says that the rea­ 
son cattle become restless and worry 
themselves into a frenzy is a su dden 
change in the atmospjhere. The barn­ 
yard cow is so du ll and phlegmatic 
that it wou ld seem impossible that 
one of the species cou ld worry, hu t 
the docile barnyard cow has not the 
nervou s temperament of a free rov­ 
ing steer of the high western plains. 
When the cattle are rou nded u p for 
the night a close watch is. kept on 
tlie sky. 
When the air is heavy the 
stars seem closer, bu t when there oc­ 
cu rs a change in t^e temperatu re and 
the air grows thinner the stars are 
seen more sharply and appear to he 
fu rther away. 
When the foreman of the “cow 
camj)'’ tu rns in for the night he tells 
th'e fir^t gu ard to look for the con­ 
stellation Cassiopea and the 
seven 
stars arou nd it and report to him any 
change in their appearance. 
If the 
night 1)0 heavy few stars are “ou t. 
A? the barometer rises a new star is 
^cen, and the cowboy on irtiard wakes 
the foreman and says: “ A notherstar 
ou t, sir.”

“ All right; dmihlc the gu ard, and 
wake nio if tlic cows get to lu iiling.” 
The gu ard is dnu hlod, and soon the 
cattle grow restless. 
The cowboys 
shou t and sing, and in most eases the 
“ cows” lie down again, their fears 
calmed by the sou nd of hu man voices.

warn the

SOMETHING ABOUT CLOWNS. 


Life of the Circus Funny Man Not an 


Easy One. 


It would be hard to find a boy who 
at some time in his ])usy life did not 
want to be a clown in a circus, for the 
clown is the real hero of the circus 
and a bov‘s ideals are never below 
heroes. 
Even the boys in the eircus 
business who perform on the hori­ 
zontal bars, or trapeze, or ride a horse 
in the ring would rather be clowns 
than to be riders or mere gymnasts, 
because th-e spectators alwa}i? seem 
more pleased with them than the oth­ 
ers. 
Most of the clowns, however, 
do not begin as clowns. Th ey start in. 
some other line and by chance, quite 
as often as otherwise, they bit upon a 
humorous or original 
idea 
which 
creates laughter. 
They work their 
way along just as other people have to 
do in everv vocation of life. 
And it is 
«/ 
hard work, being a clown. 
It seems 
easy, and^from the 5|H}ctator's point 
of view the clown’s life is full of fun, 
but from the clown s point of view 
it has more work than play and more 
hard knocks than fun. 
In the first 
place, a clown must be able to do more 
difucult feats than the other circuì 
people in order to make his imitation 
of them appear funny, and difficult 
feats require constant praoliee— and 
that means work. 
Strength, patience 
and courage are required to make a 
living in a circus, and it is not a very 
good living after it is made. 
Circus 
people do not spend as much 
time 
thinking how to get something out 
of life as they do in planning how 
they will get out of the circus life into 
another and better life. 
I or that rea­ 
son very few of them are willing that 
their own children shall grow up in 
a circus. 
To travel with a circus 
means to have no home, and a real 
home, however humble, is the dear- 
eri s]H)t one finds in life. 
Living in a 
tent or ^binder canvas,” as thé circus 
people say, may be pleasant for a very 
little while, hut one soon misses the 
com fori s of home and feels the hard­ 
ships 
circus life. 
The pay, too, û 
small, and very few circus people evei 
save anv money. 
v' 
W i t h every circus there are a half 
dozen or more children, and until 
recent vcars the circus child usually 
•/ 
_ 
grew up without an education, but 
lately schools have been started in 
the big circuses. 
And who do you 
think are the teachers in the circus 
sc*iliools? 
In almost every one of them 
the teacher is a clown, for the clowns 
seem to he good-hearted fellows as a 
class and are fond of children. 
Me 
know of one clown who teaches the 
circns children every summer with­ 
out par. 
He is not a wise man, hut 
he knows how to 
read, 
write 
and 
cvpboT*. 
He feels the loss of abetter 
éducation himself, and be is doing 
what he can for the children who 
otlnnvise would get no education at 
aU. 
Altlîougli he is a very jolly fel­ 
low in the ring, he is very strict in his 
school, 
lie punishes truants and he 
coiiipels strict attention 
to 
study. 
I’lverv year when tlie circus season 
ends the cliildren give him a great 
bun eh of flowers, and he feels fully 
paid for bis work as schoolmaster.—
